The Fair Matter. 


The strikers at Springfield are yet at 


sea as to the permanent location of the 
state fair. The power of the legislature 
to locate the fair by act is questioned, 
and in case the House adopts such a 
measure, naming Chicago, Springfield, 
Peoria or Decatur, the Senate will kill it. 
The state board, while it exists, is the 
supreme power as to the matter of locat- 
ing the fair, and until the board is abol- 
ished the legislature cannot act, except 
to adopt a bill authorizing the board to 
locate the fair permanently. The board 
yesterday afternoon adopted a resolution 
requesting that they be authorized to lo- 
cate it at three points in the stale at inter- 
vals, say two or four years at Centralia, 
at Decatur, or Springfield and Chicago. 
This request may be considered. .Parties 
in the interest of Decatur are not enthu- 
siastic over tho prospect, though the 
claims of this city are pressed constantly.
